Installing your TV 


e Place the TV on the floor or on a sturdy platform. The 
mounting surface should be flat and steady. If you install the 
TV ona soft floor, make sure that the floor is not damaged 
by the weight of the TV. 


e This TV set may be used only with the Toshiba stands shown 
on page 48. Use with other stands may result in instability, 
causing possible injury.

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Connecting your TV 


If you have not connected electronic equipment before, or you have 
been frustrated in the past, you may wish to read this section. (Cables 
are not supplied. 

. A coaxial cable is the standard cable that comes in from yout 
antenna of cable converter box. Coaxial cables use E 
connectors. 

. Audio and video cables are usually color-coded according to use? 
yellow for video and red and white for audio. The red audio cable 
is for the stereo right channel, and the white audio cable is for 
the stereo (or mono) left channel. If you look at the reat panel o 
the TV, you will see that the terminals are color-coded in the 
same manner as the cables.

Using the Volume Lock feature (993)
